1 . FOLLOWING IS ADDITIONAL INFORMATION RECENTLY RECEIVED 
ON WHICH ADDRESSEES MAY WISH TO DRAW IN ONGOING DIALOGUE 
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WITH HOST GOVERNMENT COUNTERPARTS ON QUESTION OF DEVELOP- 
MENTS WITHIN ANGOLA. 

2. THIRD COUNTRY NATIONALS WHO RECENTLY RETURNED FROM 
LUANDA HAVE PAINTED TO AN AMERICAN DIPLOMATIC OFFICER A 
FAIRLY STARK PICTURE OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS IN 
ANGOLA. ONE OF THESE. A STUDENT, SAID THAT HE HAD BEEN 
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FORCED TO LEAVE LUANDA BECAUSE OF IMPOSSIBLE LIVING 
CONDITIONS NO FOOD, NO WATER, NO MEDICINE, AND NO 
HOUSING. 

3. OTHERS CLAIMED THAT, WHILE "UNACCEPTABLE" LIVING 
CONDITIONS HAD BEEN A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT, THE RACIAL 
PROBLEM FIGURED EVEN MORE IMPORTANTLY IN DECISION TO 
BREAK OFF EDUCATION AND LEAVE ANGOLA. AS A MULATTO, THE 
FORMER STUDENT SAID HE EXPERIENCED FREQUENT HARASSMENT 
AND ROUGHING UP BY ANGOLAN BLACKS. HE FELT ENDANGERED AND 
UNCOMFORTABLE. HE DESCRIBED RACIAL TENSIONS BETWEEN 

MULATTOES AND BLACKS, EVEN IN THE STREETS OF LUANDA, AS 
BEING HIGH AND INCREASING. IT IS STILL NOT UNUSUAL TO 
COME ACROSS BODIES IN THE STREETS OF LUANDA AND PEOPLE 
HAD EVEN RECENTLY BEEN SEEN HANGED. 

4. ONE ACCOUNT AVERRED THAT THE VETERANS OF THE 1961 
ATTACKS ON SAO PAULO PRISON IN LUANDA ARE PRIVILEGED 
MEMBERS OF ANGOLAN SOCIETY, CONSTITUTING AN INFORMAL 
POLICE FORCE WHICH ENFORCES REVOLUTIONARY DISCIPLINE 
WITH MACHETTES AND MAUSERS. 

5. A GENERAL IMPRESSION THESE RETURNEES CAME AWAY WITH 
WAS THAT UNITA IS GAINING STRENGTH AND IS NOW OPERATING 
WITH MUCH EFFECTIVENESS AROUND NOVA LISBOA. THE ENTRY 
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OF A NUMBER OF PORTUGUESE AND SEVERAL HUNDRED AFRICANS 
WHO HAD SERVED IN THE PORTUGUESE ARMY IN ANGOLA HAVE 
REPORTEDLY BOLSTERED THE RANKS OF UNITA. VANCE

1 . FOLLOWING IS ADDITIONAL INFORMATION RECENTLY RECEIVED

2. THIRD COUNTRY NATIONALS WHO RECENTLY RETURNED FROM 
LUANDA HAVE PAINTED TO AN AMERICAN DIPLOMATIC OFFICER A

ANGOLA. ONE OF THESE, A STUDENT, SAID THAT HE HAD BEEN
